Captain W. p. OATOIAWAT received Information that th* SUBJECT 
had nade a statement that JACK RUBT was In th* Allright Parking 
Oat age at 1208 Commerce on the afternoon of November 23, 1963, That 
JACK RUBT had nad* a telephone call and had asked for VSS VISE at the 
KHLD T V Station, RUBT was reportedly told that YES WISE was not in 
and that RUBT had then talked to a person named KEN (fnu), RUBT was 
reported to have asked this person when US' HAKVET OSWALD was to be 
transferred from th* City Jail to the County Jail and had stated to 
this person, KEN, (fnu), that he wanted to be there when the transfer 
was nade. 

A KEN SCOTT, an artist at KRIS T V Station was Interviewed 
and he atated that h* had never received a telephone call from JACK 
Rnty and that he did not talk to Jack Ruty on November 23, 1964. 

One KEN SMART, who works the City Desk in the Dallas Tines 
Herald news room was interviewed and stated that he had only talked 
to Jack Ruty on* time in his life, that he oculd remember, and this 
was several months prior to November, 1963. 

Hr. EDDIE BARKER, News Director at the KRIS T V Station was 
interviewed and stated that the above two persons are the only ones 
with the name 'KEN 1 that he knew and if there were others, they 
would not b* in position to receive telephone calls or dispense ary 
information regarding current events. Eddi* Barker and Wes Vise both 
stated that JACK RUBT had appeared at the seen* of the assassination 
on the afternoon of November 23, 1964. We* Wise was at this location 
in on* of the KRIS T V Mobil News Units and Jack Ruty cam* to the 
sld* of the unit and engaged Wes Wis* in conversation for nor* than 
on* half hour, discussing th* assassination and Le* Harvest Oswald. 
This was around liOO PM in ths afternoon.

Mr. CLAUDE HALLMARK, th* manager of Allright Parking Garage* 
waa Interviewed and first stated that he did not thing 

about th* afternoon of Nor ember 23, 1963. wept that JACK ROEX dW 
come In th* th* parking station and that h* did us* th* telephone, H* 
did member that Jack Ruty had mad* • telephone oall and thought 
that h* had asked for WES WISE and h* thought that the name of the 
person Ruty talked to sounded Ilk* 'KEH*. Hallmark stated that h* was 
not sur* of Just what was said. 

Mr. Hallmark was interviewed a second time, lor telephone and 
upon direct questioning, stated that h* did not remember RUBT making 
a statement about the time of Oswald-, transfer 
h* wanted to be present at the tin* of the transfer. Mr. Hallmark 
then changed thlS and stated that this was referring ^ Roly as^ng 
questions on th* telephon*. That as far a* h* could remember. ROBT 
did not ask any questions about the Oswald case, hi. transfer tr cm 
the city Jail to th* county Jail or th* tlm* of the transfe r. !» . 

Hallmark stated that as h* remwabered the events of the i^ternoon. 

Jack Ruby cam* Into th* office of th* parking lot and mad* a remark 
to th* persons present that he was going to mak* * re P“‘ ter ; * 
Hallmark stated that during th* tlm* Ruty was on the telephone, he 
did moat of the biking and appeared to bo giving Inf ormation to th* 
other person, th* on* h* was o ailing, rather than 

and receiving Information. Hallmark stated that moat of the tele^one 
conversation did appear to be dominated ly th* subject of th. Presidents 
assassination andLeTharvey Oswald bit that he 
speelfle rwrks or statements nor did he hear a specific question 
ragardii* Le* Harvey's transfer nor the tlm* of th* tr*n»fer.
